Edmonton is being visited today by a 
party of eastern men representing capi- 
tal to the extent of more than $1,000,- 
000. 'l. A. Neely of Meaford, Ontario 
is conducting the partly through the 
west, this being the third party of in- 
yestors he has brought out from On- 
{ario this season. ‘The other parties 
which were smaller than the one now 
on the tour of the country, visited Ed- 
monton during April and May respect- 
ively, 

The investment seekers, numbering 
32 in all came to Edmonton yesterday 
on a special car attached to the regular 
G.N, R. train over the main line. They 
spent this morning looking over the 
city and it is understood they have in- 
vested to quite an extent in Edmonton 
city property although they are seeking 
primarily for farm lands. During their 
trip up the C, N.R, line they stopped at 
Lloydminster and closed a deal for the 
purchase of a block of Iand in three 
townships north of the town covering 
an area of belween 35,000 and 40,000 
aeres. This land will be developed by 
the purchasers and practical farmers 
from Ontario are to be brought west 
for that purpose. 

The men whom Mr. Neely brought 
west during May bought nearly half a

million dolalrs worth of farm property 
the greater part of whieh lies north of 
the main line of the Canadian Northern 
railway in Alberta. Fifteen thousand 
acres of land was purehased by mem- 
bers of the party who made the first 
trip with Mr, Neely. 

Already he has brought seventy-five 
monied men into the west, including 
the members of the present party and | 
next month Mr. Neely purposes bring- 
ing a party of 75 men out to the prairie | 
provinces, The majority of these will | 
be barristers from various towns in 
Ontario who will make the trip to west- 
ern Canada a holiday outing. They 
will travel in two special cars which 
will leave Toronto on July 40th. 

A large number of the men whom 
Mr. Neely is bringing to the west are 
professional men from Ontario who 
have not only money ef their own to 
invest but who also have clients in the 
east Who have instructed them to pur- 
chase western property for them, The 
farm property which the investors are 
buying is being secured in large blocks 
wherever it is possible to do so,

The True Democracy 


One of the anomolies of government is the fact that Great Brit- 
ain, which yesterday crowned a king, is the most democratic coun- 
try in the world and the only country in the world in which the 
votes of the clectors, irrespective of property qualification or any 
other restriction, absolutely prevails. 

Canada has a senate which holds a veto power over the elected 
representatives. United States places the veto in the hands of the 
president, as does Switzerland and the new republic of Portugal. 
The South American republics are really dictatorships. Germany, 
Belgium and many other European countries have the plural voting 
system which gives men in certain circumstances three times the 
power of other men in less fortunate circumstances. 

But Great Britain, by the Lloyd George legislation which di- 
vests the lords of their power, places the legislation absolutely in 
the hands of the representatives elected by the common vote of the 
people. 

Great Britain is the real democracy. All the psuedo republics 
in the world have still a long way to go to reach her level.

Clarence Eddy 

Clarence Eddy, one of the — best- 
known organists in America, was born 
in Greenfield, Mass., June 238, 1851, 
and began his musical education at the 
age of 14, first studying under the fa- 
mous instructor Dudley Buck.
